Memory Selection: This one 
thing I. do, forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those things which are 
before, I presa/\toward. the mark 
for the prize the high calling 
of God in Christ’Jesus.

In one lesson it

His 
conversion on the road to Damas- 
cus was a convincing illustration 
of the power of Jesus Christ to 
convert sinners. The murderous 
Saul of Tarsus humbly said to 
Jesus, “Lord, what wilt thou have 
me to do?” He was commissioned 
to tarry the Gospel to the Gentiles, 
Soon he was the chief of the apos- 
tles, 

In the printed portion of this 
lesson he affirms: his supreme loy- 
alfy to Jesus Christ. it rings 
clear in the eloquent words, “I 
count all things but for 
excellency of the knowledge of

Silently Moving 
Across Silent Sky 


Over in the unseen and distant 
hills, the wolves’ ghostly chorus 
began to rise, hundreds and hun- 
dreds of thin cries murmuring from 
furry throats, then swelling in a 
panic chorus. 

And then that and all other 
noises ceased abruptly as if an en- 
ormous hand had covered the 
whole earth... . 

After that sacred pause, a long 
streamer ‘took form . and 
waved enormous across the sky, 
still in perfect silence in which 
not a leaf moved. The lower edge 
of that divine scarf of light was 
perhaps a hundred. miles up in the 
air. It swelled unbearably, gather- 
ing intensity as it did'so, until the 
upper edge was at least five hun- 
dred miles high, and the luminous 
glow was 80 intense«that the pat- 
ches of green in the pintails’ wings

There 
were ‘great folds or flutings in it, 
high up the sky; the lower edge 
now stretched round the horizon at 
about the same height above the 
earth all-round the band, but the 
upper edge was triumphantly 
arched.

How Can I?

Q. How can I shrink dress 
goods? 
A. Dress goods may be very 
easily shrunk by placing it folded 
in a tub of cold water, to which a 


-few handfuls of salt have been 


added; After a few hours, hang 
on the line without folding. The 
weight of the water prevents 
wrinkles drying in, and the salt 
eects the color. 

Q. How can I render 
waterproof? 

A. Soak it in a mixture consist- 
ing of 6 parts boracic acid, 5 parts 
ammonium chloride, 3 parts sodium 
borate, and 100 parts water. 

Q. What can I do when cream 
refuses to whip? 

A. Try adding the white of an 
egg to it. Let both cream and egg 
be thoroughly chilled before at- 
tempting to whip. 

Q. How can I prepare better 
gravy? 

A. Use water in which mild 
flavored vegetables have been 
cooked, for the gravy, rather than 
fresh water. A finer flavor will be 
the result, and it is also an economy 
as the water contains valuable min- 
erals, 

Q. How can I remove marks 
from stone steps and window sills? 

A. Rub with a piece of coarse 
sandpaper. After rubbing, dust off 
with a cloth or duster. Stone clean- 


ed in this way stays white much 
longer than by using water. 


Q. How can I remove kerosene 
spots from cloth? , 


A. If kerosene been. spilled 
on cloth, scour the\gpot with tur- 
pentine, then with p and warm 
water. 


Q. How can I treat hardwood 


floore that have bécome scarred 
with dark marks from rockers or 
furniture casters? 


A. Rub the marks with very fine 
steel wool, dipped in quite soapy 
water. Rinse with clear water, and 
then apply a-good furniture polish. 


Q. How can I increase the 
quantity of soup on hand without 
weakening it by adding water? 

A. Keep a box of bouillon cubes 
on hand for this purpose. Add two 
cubes to two cups of water, to in- 
crease the quantity of soup with- 
out detracting from its flavor. 

Q. How can I blacken tan 
leather? 

A. Try rubbing the leather 
thoroughly with the inside of a 
raw potato. Let dry and then 
polish. 


Q. How can I make frosted glass 
for a window? 

A. Clean the glass with gasoline. 
Then cover with white tissue paper 
which fits exactly and apply clear 
waterproof varnish thinned 25 per 
cent with turpentine. The varnish 
soaks through the paper, sticking 
it to the glass, and thus effecting 
a frosted window.

Don’t Overcook 


Those Vegetables 


Fresh vegetables are year ‘round 
favorites, and especially so this 
time of year, and now we like to 
make the niost of them. 

Cook only enough for one meal 
unless you plan use of left-over in 
salad next day. Reheating reduces 
vitamin content, Don’t use too 
much water when boiling, it also 
reduces precious minerals and vita- 
mins. 

Vegetables parings should be 
paper-thin, And the best way to 
accomplish this is with trick parer 
. «+ quick too. Don’t soak vege- 
tables. Prepare just before cooking 
if possible, or else keep in ‘frig, 
out of water with exception of 
potatoes, until time to use them. 

Start cooking with boiling water, 
then add vegetables bringing quick- 
ly-to-a boil. Keep lid tight on pan 
to shorten cooking time, save on 
vitamins, If you must keep cooked 
vegetables hot a few minutes after 
draining, set pan in pan of boiling 
water, 

Vegetables are best when cook- 
ed until tender crisp... as a rule 
don’t cook them as long as you 
think you should. 


Legalized Robbery 


No matter how thin it, is sliced, 
inflation is legalized robbery. 
Selected groups can be protected 
against it to some extent by parity 
programs or escalator wage claus- 
es. But the advantage of these 
groups mierely make it tougher for 
the non-sheltered groups. The cost 
of parity supports or wage escala- 
tors comes out of the hides of 
those on fixed incomes, unorganiz- 
ed workers, and stockholders. 

As 1 have said, limited applica- 
tion of such protective devices 
does not necessarily mean inflation. 
It is merely robbing Peter to pay 
Paul. But we are asked to believe 
that through some kind of financial 
skullduggery Paul can be paid 
without robbing Peter. The only 
source of new purchasing power 
in the amounts that would oe re-, 
quired for this kind of financia’ 
bootstrap levitation is the govern- 
ment, 

Those on fixed incomes, the un- 
organized workers, and the owners 
of the tools of industry would still 
be behind the eight-ball. The bur- 
den of an inflation on the scale 
required to supply everyone with 
enough dollars to keep up with the 
rising prices would accelerate the 
tempo of currency. depreciation and 
long before its value had reached 
zero, the debt would be repudiated. 
Then. at long last, would be ter 
minated the cycle of deceit and 
fraud which began when govern- 
ment initiated, and the people ac 
cepted, the policy of public benehts 
beyond their willingness to pay. No 
scheme of currency depreciation 
and inflation can disguise the in 
exorable truth of that elementary 


fact of economic life-——There is no

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Human Babies ‘That 
Animals Adopted 


One morning in 1920 a native 
missionary of Midnapore, India, 
was asked by his neighbours to rid 
them of a “man-ghost’ who in- 
habited a near-by ant-hill,

their stories, he agreed to accom- 
pany them on a party to watch

emerge from a tunnel into the hill, 
closely followed by two strange- 


‘looking creatures, which looked very 


much like human. beings. 

The following day the cave was 
excavated, and huddled together 
inside were two children, both girls. 
The missionary took them to his 
home, where he and his wife tried 
to restore them to the ways of civil- 
ization, 

Kamala and Amala, as he chris- 
tened them, slowly responded... But 
in some ways they remained com- 
pletely savage. 

They would not eat vegetable 
foods ,they were incapable of 
stamding erect, and they showed an 
intense dislike of human company, 
secking instead the society of dogs 
and goats. They were both, making 
gradual progress when, eleven 
months after comnig to the mis- 
sion, Amala died, and her sister 
showed her first sign of human 
emotion by weeping. 

Slowly Kamala learned to walk 
and developed a small vocabulary 
of about forty words. 

In the years that followed her 
sister's death she appeared to be 
developing into a lovable and obe- 
dient child. 

But she never completely recov- 
ered from her loss, and at the age 
of fourteen she, too, died. 

The story of the wolf-girls prov- 
ed beyond doubt that certain ani- 
mals will adopt human children and 
rear them like their own offspring, 
and many people began to review 
previous stories of similar cases 
that had been dismissed as fiction. 

Tigers and leopards have both 
been reputed to act as foster-par- 
ents, but the best mothers in the 
animal kingdom seem to be ba- 
boons. , 

There are at least three cases of 
human children being brought up 
by these animals, and of these the 
best authenticated is the story of 
the baboon-boy discovered in a 
wild region of South Africa. 

He was found among a group of 
apes by two officers of the Cape 
Mounted Police, chattering and 
jumping about, on all fours. 

They took him to the Mental 
Hospital in Grahamstown, where 
doctors said he was harmless but 
mischievous. He knew no human 
speech, and refused all food except 
raw corn and*cactus. ° 

Later he was adopted by a farm- 
er, and turned out to be a useful 
labourer. But although he lived to 
be nearly fifty, he still had to be 
called anew to each routine task. 
All through life he retained cer- 
tain mannerisms and a frightened 
grin that spoke clearly of his early 
association with the apes.

With a spray gun and the new 
wallpaper wax or lacquer, you can 
protect newly-papered walls from 
city grime and children’s artistic 
efforts. When the instructions are 
carefully followed, a rubdown with 
a damp cloth is enough to keep 

your walls bright.

Several explanations, for this re- 
sistance are given by various re- 
search workers.

Where DDT-resistant flies are 
present, other insecticides may be 
used. These include rethouseliloe, 
lindane, chlordane and other chlor- 
inated hydrocarbons.

Though the modern refrigerator 
using electricity or other means of 
energy, is replacing the ice-box in 
many rural areas, ice can still be 


used to advantage when a -source

Warns Hospitals 
About Gas Dangers 


The» United States Bureau of 
Mines has a long history of ex- 
perience with explosive —gaseous 
mixtures. Most mine disafters have 
been traced to'an accumulation of 
methane underground’ and an 
igniting electrical spark, Last week 
the bureau reported on a four- 
year study of hospital operating 
rooms. The’point of the report was 
this, in the bureau’s words: 

“There probably is no combina- 
tion of equipment and activity any- 
where more likely to produce 
dangerous charges of static electri- 
city than that found in the anesthe- 
tizing areas of hospitals in the 
nation. 

“When conditions are favour- 
able, the static sparks become in- 
tense enough to ignite gases or 
vapors escaping into the room ait 
—and anexplosion results. Many 
of the mixtures used for anesthesia 
are rich m oxygen and are easily 
ignited by static sparks of low 
energy.” 

Risk of Explosion 


The study began in 1948 after a 
series of explosions in Eastern 
hospitals killed several patients. In 
an operating room the patient takes 
most of the risk of explosion (as 
he does the risk of the operation) 
because his lungs may~ be full of 
the exploding mixture. 

The bureau tested a total of sev- 


enty-eight operating rooms, twem- 
ty-two delivery rooms and sixt 
study. These units were select 
as representative. 

It was established that an opet- 
ating table can collect charge 
9,000 static volts if a sheet is re 
moved quickly from a rubber-cov- 
ered mattress. Nine thosand volts 
would cause only a. slight sting, 
but it could ignite an explosive 
mixture, the bureau reported. 

One person with rubber shoes, 
walking on a linoleum floor, devel- 
oped a potential of 1,500 volts— 
again enough to set off an explo- 
sion, 

Hazards in Fabrics 

A doctor wearing a woolen sult 
can create a dangerous charge by 
rising from a_ stool covered with 
artificial leather. Synthetic fabrics 
(nylon or rayon), frequently used 
in nurses’ uniforms, have a strong 
tendency to “manufacture” static 
electricity, the bureau found. 

The bureau suggested that floors, 
shoes, covers and other materials 
used be such that static charges 
will be dissipated. Cotton gowns 
and uniforms avoid the danger of 
building up a charge. Simple ex- 
pedients, such as spreading wet 
towels on the floor and touching 
them to the bases of operating 
tables and anesthesia machines, 
were recommended to those work- 
ing in old operating rooms.

The rest of the story is to be 
found in the record books; how 
Head Play, many pounds the 
better horse, tasted the dregs of 
bitter defeat dished out by Broker’s 
Tip, a “maiden” horse. The favor- 
ite’s failure was laid by many to 
overconfidence as well as alleged 
foul riding tactics by Don Meade 
who did everything but commit 
mayhem on Head Play through the 
stretch. He not only retarded hfm 
by hanging on to the bridle, but 
also whipped the horse cruelly 
around the head, forcing him back 
time and again and enabling Brok- 
er’s Tip to reach the finish line in 
front, the first and only race the 
Bradley color-bearer ever won.

Fisher, far less capable than the 
replaced Kurtsinger, was complete- 
ly unable to cope with the gifted 
Meade in that home stretch duel, 
although making. such retaliatory 
efforts as he could. There was no 
lingering doubt in anyone's mind, 
however, that with Kurtsinger 
aboard Head Play would have 
been a galloping Derby winner, 
instead of losing the race, because 
of a woman's sudden hunch in- 
spired by her contact with a Hindu 
mystic.

Ride on Rubber Roads 


_eesascarerrenesiccee 


Now we're driving on rubber 
roads! Not many of us, and not 
for very far, but eleven miles north 
of Montreal there’s a quarter-mile 
strip of rubberized asphalt paving 
which has been in use since Oc- 
tober, 1949. And recently, another 
test strip was built northeast of 
Toronto, 

Tests on some 40 stretches of 
road in Europe indicate natural 
rubber mixed with asphalt adds 
years to the life of the road, gives 
a better braking surface, tends to 
keep ice from forming, 

The rubber — a creamy-colored 
powder in grains from half an inch 
im diameter to dust—is mixed with 
the asphalt just before gravel is 
added. Scientists say the rubber 
absorbs the lighter hydrocarbons 
in the bitumen but not the asphalt- 
enes. To the layman, it looks as 
if the rubber swells to five or six 
times its original size. 

Altogether five strips of the pav- 
ing mixture are under test in Can- 
ada now. And the first rubber air- 
plane runway was built in Canada 
at the RCAF station at St. Hubert 
(Quebec)

The 1952 Roval Winter Fair is 
many months away. And yet there 
is every reason for us to be think- 
ing about it right now — at least 
if we can rely on the subject mat- 
ter of an editorial in the FARM- 
ER’S ADVOCATE and CAN- 
ADIAN COUNTRYMAN - Feb- 
ruary 23. This editorial states quite 
openly that a movement is on foot 
to have the “Royal” open for busi- 
ness on Sunday — that is,,the Sun- 
day that comes midway during the 
time the Fair is.on. The editorial is 
quite obviously against it and won- 
ders what attitude we farmers will 
take in the matter. What; indeed! 


This is a matter that should be 
discussed by farm groups and ag- 
ricultural organizations from one 
end of the province to the other. 
The “Royal” is our fair, It was 
organized primatily in the interest 
of agriculture. Do we want it 
cheapened and used as one more 
means of creating an open Sun- 
day? 

We know there are quite a num- 
ber of farmers, mostly fruit and 
market gardeners, who seem to 
think it necessary to work on the 
Sabbath, but the majority of farm- 
ers still regard Sunday as a day of 
rest + insofar as it can be where 
winter chores are almost an all- 
day job. 

| have spoken to several people 
about this subject and not one has 
been in favour of having the “Roy- 
al” open. for business on Sunday. 
The nearest to it was oné man who 
said he would like to see the Fair 
open, but not for business, That 
ia ta say, an admission fee could 
be charged and people allowed to 
go through the barns the horse 
palace and the flower show, Hut no 
judging or show ring events should 
be allowed, And definitely no com- 
mercial side shows — which, after 
all, are merely am attraction to peo- 
ple who are not in the least inter- 
ested in farm animals or farming 
operations, 

There is also another way of 
looking at it... suppose the Royal 
were to open on Sundays. It would 
just be the thin edge of the wedge. 
If the Royal stayed open then 
there would be a clammering from 
some quarters to have the Canadi- 
an Exhibition stay open on Sun- 
days >- which heaven forbid, And 
if the Exhibition stayed open there 
would be other places of amuse- 
ment that, would think they should 
do likewise. Very soon there would 
be more commercialized amusement 
on Sunday than on any day ol the 
week. 

Apparently the idea of keeping 
the Royal open on Sundays has 
heen tentatively suggested as a 
means of making more money 
according to the editorial it “might 
mean the difference between sut

plus and deficit.” And does the 
management think any good would 
come of a new venture which de- 
liberately and publicly flouts the 
fourth commandment? Dear knows, 
many of us are guilty enough in 
that respect, but at least it remains 
a personal matter, 

If the Royal is not paying its 
way why not have it stay open the 
whole two weeks — Sundays ex- 
cepted? Or raise the admission fee. 
People who are really anxious to 
go would probably. pay an_ extra 
25 cents as easily as not. Rather 
hard on @ big family, of course, but 
then children could be taught that 
if they want to go to the. Big Fair 
they must save their pocket money 
and pay their own way. 

Too often, with easy* indolence, 
we farm people sit back and let 
changes take place to which we are 
actually opposed. Too late we re- 
alize we could have stopped any 
given change had we really tried. 

In regard to the Royal Winter 
Fair we have been given plenty of 
time to think about it. 1 hope farm 
folk all over the province will make 
their voices heard. To make this 
possible the matter should be dis- 
cussed by all farm organizations at 
their regular meetings, If the ma-

“Fuzzy” Sweaters

For safety’s sake stay away from 
fire if you're wearing a “uzty”

Hints On Caring 
For Cut Flowers 


Unpack flowers as soon as they 
arrive.

“Harden” them by plunging them 
into a deep bucket of cold water 
and leaving them in a dark room 
for two or three hours before ar- 
ranging.

Add fresh water daily and recut 
stems whenever flowers seem to 
tire.

Any gardener can grow tuber- 
ous rooted begonias to rival the 
rarest orchid or camellia. The ex- 
quisite blossoms, with brisk petals 
and a satin-like substance, are em- 


most equally attractive foliage. 


Colors range from purest white — 


through deepest reds, which are 
effective in the garden or as cut 
flowers. 

Tuberous begonias, thanks to the 
relentless search of the hybridizer, 
have surprising: hardiness and dis- 
¢ase resistance, as well as a wide 
range of color and flower size. 
Many are characterized by differ- 
ent habits of growth, and there is 
an increasing variation in flower 
form, teo. The most popular of the 
double-flowering kinds is the cam- 
ellia type. 

Although the tuberous begonia. is 
not well known by the average gar- 
dener, this does not mean. it is 


a tuber, of course, which is best 
purchased from a reliable dealer. 
The various grades vary from 
three-fourths of an inch to three 
inches in diameter. The smaller 
tubers grow and bloom in propor- 
tion to their size, but best results 
are obtained with medium or larger 
tubers. One to two-inch tubers are 
satisfactory for use in beds; larger 
ones are preferred for the produc- 
tion of exhibition specimens to be 
grown in pots or flower boxes. 

_ This is the time to order them. 
If they are sent througl) the mail, 
immediate inspection should be 
made to determine whether any 
damage has been caused by low 
temperatures in transit. If they 
have been frozen, they become 
mushy and will not grow, and 
should be returned. 

“In late March or April, the tub- 
ers are started in woodeh flats or 
other containers, which can be con- 
veniently placed on window sills. 
The growing medium should con- 
Bist of ‘equal parts of screened 
woods, soil and sand. A two to 
four-inch layer of this mixture is 
placed in the container. The top 
of the tuber is concave, and most 
of the hairlike roots come from this 
hollow. It is most important, then, 
Athat the tubers be set with the con, 
cave side up. ; 
Into the Pot 


They are spaced two inches apart 
and pressed firmly into the soil 
and sand, and covered with not 
more than a half-inch of the pot- 
ting mixture. A deeper covering 
will cause the tubers to rot. The 
container is then placed in a warm 
location and watered sparingly un- 
til growth has started. -The soil, 
however, must always be kept 
moist. Top growth of four to six 
inches indicates adequate size for 
transplanting to their permanent 
garden location—if danger of frost 
has passed, This is done on a cloudy 
day, when possible. 


Successful growth and bloom 
thereafter depend on shade, proper 
soil and adequate moisture.) An 
ideal location will have part shade, 
such as is found on the north side 
of a wall or structure, or under a 
tree. Although the begonia is con- 
sidered a plant for shade, it must 
receive adequate sun or the result 
will be tall, ungainly plants with 
sparse foliage and few blossoms. 
Dense shade, therefore, is not de- 
sirable. 


Most gardens have a northern 
exposure, which provides adequate 
sunlight in the early morning and 
late afternoon. If begonias are 
planted under a tree, the gardener 
should make certain that the lowest 
branches are not less than five feet 
above the ground. The site should 
also provide protection from strong 
winds and driving rains. 


The sprouted tubers are planted 
to the same depth they were in 
the pots. Deeper planting results 
in rotting at the base of the stem. 
If medium-sized tubers have been 
purchased for bedding purposes, 
the started tubers should be placed 
twelve to cighteen inches apart. 
This will provide enough space for 
development and allow for circula- 
tion of air to prevent stem rot. 
Also, plants are always watered 
after transplanting. 

If the gardener wants to pot the 
begonias, they are moved to ten to 


' qwelve-inch glazed pots. There are

It is not generally known that 
séances have been held in Buck- 
ingham Palace and Windsor 
Castle, or that several members of 
our Royal Family are interested 
in Spiritualism. The full story can- 
not be told. at present; but I can 
mention, without disclosing names, 
that not long ago, one member of 
the Royal Family attended a voice 
séance in Brighton and received 
spirit messages, writes Maurice 
Barbanell, in “Tit-Bits.” 


Another member has frequently 
sat with a leading London med- 
ium. An intimate friend of the 
highest Court circles has related 
to them the remarkable spirit 
proofs from a loved one that he 
has obtained through another Lon- 
don medium. 

Princess Louise, elder sister of 
King George V, regulagly receiv- 
ed. spirit communication§, from her 
husband, the Duke. of Wife. The 
medium was Miss ElisaB&th Gor- 
don, her companion-secretary. Here 
are her own words: “I regularly 
gave the Princess, who died in 
1931, messages from her husband. 
For two years I was the Princess 
Royal's inseparable companion.” 
Queen Alexandra once held a 
ewéance in Windsor Castle. She 
was attracted seriously to Spiritual- 
ism. A very close friend of hers, 
who died a few years ago, left 
a private record to her family. 


Mysterious Music 


In it she described how Queen 
Alexandra, one evening in her 
dressing room at the Castle, saw 
the spirit form of a tall woman 
in a black and white dress stand- 
ing at the doorway. The Queen 
also maintained afterwards that 
during the night she often hear 
music and singing for which there 
was no explanation, 

Shortly before 
VII's passirig, and unknown to the 
King, a London medium was in- 
vited to Windsor Castle by Queen 
Alexandra. The seance, held in 
one of the ante-rooms, wis at- 
tended by about a dozen people, 
including the Queen. 

Some remarkable spirit mes- 
sages were received. One foretold 
the early death of the King in 


the house of his birth, When 
Queen Alexandra was having a 
holiday, in Corfu, the following 


year, intimation reached her that 
the King was “not feeling so well 
as usual.” Despite official assurance 
that the matter was not in the 
least serious, the Queen left imme- 
diately for London. She arrived

The King communicated many 
times after his death to his friend, 
Lady Warwick, who caused a sen- 
sation by becoming @ Socialist.

German,” she told me. You can 
imagine her surprise as the medi- 
um was not even present! 


“Whenever I sat with Mrs. 
Wriedt,” she added, “I always 
heard King Edward’s voice, always 
speaking in German. He was 60 
persistent that I got no other re- 
sults, so I left off sitting.” 


In a glass-covered case at the 
South Kensington headquarters of 
the London Spiritualist Alliance 
there is a gold watch which was 
presented to a medium by Queen 
Victoria. It bears an engraved 
inscription stating that it was pre- 
sented by Her Majesty in July, 
1846, to Miss Georgina Eagle “for 
her meritorious and extraordinary 
clairvoyance produced at Osborne 
House, Isle of Wight.” 


It is believed that on the death 
of Miss Eagle the watch was re- 
turned to. the Queen, who asked 
W. T. Stead, the famous journal- 
ist and spiritualist, to present it 
to another medium. The watch 
has a second inscription which re- 
cords that Stead presented it to 
Etta Wriedt, “through. whose 
mediumship Queen Victoria’s direct 
voice was heard in London in 
July, 1911," at a séance. 

As the Queen was born in 1819, 
the watch is evidence of her in- 
terest in psychic matters at the 
early age of twenty-seven. This 
was nine years after she ascended 
the throne, and six years after her 
marriage to Prince Albert. 

The story of her association with 
Spiritualism did not end at the 
Isle of Wight. She derived great 
comfort from séances held in 
Buckingham Palace with two med- 
iums through whom the Prince 
Consort communicated after his 
passing in 1861. 

Evidence of Survival 

The first was R. J. Lees, a 
remarkable Leicester: medium who 
began to receive spirit messages 
from Prince Albert when he was 
still under twenty. These com- 
munications were brought to the

notice of the Queen, who sum- 
moned Lees to the Palace, and a 
long series of séances ensued. Gui- 
dance, evidence of survival after 
death and consolation, came to the 
Queen in these messages. 


She ‘offered Lees a post in her 
employ so that he could be in 
close attendance upon her, but his 
spirit guide would not. permit him 
to accept the offer. For, he said, 
the medium had a great task to 
complete—the writing, under in- 
spiration, of accounts of life in the 
world beyond death. This task was 
fulfilled in the compilation of three 
books which became best-sellers. 


Lee’s guide revealed that the 
Queen had another medium nearer 
at hand. This was John Brown, 
one of her Scottish gillies. The 
guide promised that should John 
Brown at any time be unable to 
give her a séance he would allow 
his medium to help her. 


It was Lees, rather than the 
Queen, who insisted, because of 
his retiring nature and dislike of 
publicity, that these séances should 
be kept secret. He asked for his 
visit to Buckingham Palace to be 
so arranged that the Press should 
not give the matter any publicity. 
The guide of Lees kept his pro- 
mise. After the death of John 
Brown, séances were held for the 
Queen with Lees as the medium. 

People have always wondered 
at the mystery of the close asso- 
ciation between Queen Victoria and 
John Brown, The simple explana- 
tion is that he was for many years 
the medium for her husband's com- 
munications. When Brown died, 
the Queen herself ordered an in- 
scription for the tombstone in 
which she referred to him as hav- 
ing represented “God's blessing” 
to_ her. 

Court Consternation 

The Queen wrote a monograph 
on Brown in which she paid tri- 
bute to the help she received 
through his mediumship, She dedi- 
cated it “to the memory of my

Queen's grief at the loss of one 
on whom she depended for daily 
and almost hourly attendance was 
very deep. ... She is utterly crush- 
ed. ... The shock she has sus- 
tained has made her very weak.” 

It was the closing chapter in one 
of the most dramatic stories in 
British history.

Where 
ornamental shrubs or trees are 
planted close to the walls, melting 
snow and ice drops down con- 
tinuously from the eaves to freeze 
again and festoon them with ity 
wreaths. Broken icicles will shat- 
ter down on them. Or sheets of 
snow may slide from the roof 
breaking off branches and bending 
others until the bush is half buried 
by the mass.

This alternated freezing and 
thawing with consequent bombard- 
ments is a potent destroyer of suf- 
fering shrubs and small trees, .Be- 
cause they do not show the injury 
for two or thrte months after ‘it 
happens, their owners are puzzled 
to account for the burned appear- 
ance they present at  leafing-out 
time. Storms and snow have now 
passed from mind, so no one re- 
lates it to the winter conditions 
these plantings had to endure.

Valuable trees and shrubs plant- 
ed close to the hause should have 
a protective casing of stray of 
evergreen branches.

HISTORY OF > 


While the question of municipal 
assessment and taxation has aroused 
much interest in the past ten years, 
there is nothing new about it. In fact 
there has been a form of assessment 
and taxation since the world was 
created. 

While as taxpayers we may be- 
come wrathy about municipal assess- 
ment and taxation, we should keep 
in mind two.things. The first is that 
the present Ontario Assessment Act 
gives us ample opportunity to appeal 
against an unjust assessment. Sec- 
ondly, the higher municipal taxation 
of the past decade has been caused by 
the desire and demand on our own 
part for certain municipal services 
which were formerly considered 
luxuries. Some of these are: garbage 
collection, better roads, sewerage and 
water, adequate fire and police pro-} 
tection, snow removal, community | 
centres, libraries, equal edficational 
facilities for all, etc. 

In the first of this short series of 
articles a brief resume will be given 
of the early stages of assessment to 
show the progress made since that 
time. 


Taxation Primitive Style 

In the early days of our known 
history, chieftains of tribes levied 
tribute or assessment against the 
members of their tribe by demanding 
that they furnish (a) soldiers to 
fight against neighbouring tribes; 
(b) that they build fortifications, 
waterworks, roads, etc.; (c) that they

Middle Ages when taxpayers were 
called upon to give labor in lieu of 
possessions. This was generally in the 
form of building roads, fighting in the 
army, etc. A parallel might be drawn 
to the American Civil War when 
those called for service in the North- 
ern Army could escape such duty by 
paying recruits to take their place. 
These recruits in some instances 
escaped actual warfare by desertion 
and became known as “bounty jump- 
ers.” 

Later in the Middle Ages the 
predqminant churches—the Roman 
Catholic and the Protestant (Angli- 
ean) assumed minicipal services 
mostly educational and welfare by 
levying on the well to do. 

U. E. L. Type Government 
Possibly our first well known form 
of government in Upper Canada 
(Ontario) and municipal assessment 
and taxation to carry out the work 
of such government was created by 
the arrival of’ the United Empire 
Loyalists. A few municipalities were 
created by special charter to carry 
out a form of municipal goverpment 
and they established their own form 
of assessment and taxation, Generally 
speaking however, the government 
kept control by appointing the Dis- 
trict Council and the working offi- 
cials. 

In 1849, the Act usually called the 
Baldwin Act after Robert E. Baldwin 
but which rightfully shouuld be 
called the Baldwin-LaFontaine Act 
was brought into being. This was 
really the first Municipal Act which 
applied to all Upper Canada (On- 
tario) and in the Act were the first 
assessment chapters. The assessment 
section of the Act had many provis- 
ions avhich would create much indig- 
nation if they were in force today. 
For instance, a field stone house, no 
matter its size or condition, was to be 
valued at a higher rate than a frame 
house with more area and in better 
condition. Clay loam land was to be 
valued higher than sandy. loam land 
even though such land could not be 
worked until late in the Spring or was 
baked in the Summer months. Bus- 
iness assessment was levied on the 
stock on hand and the amount of 
trade and this gave opportunity for

harvest season, if you plant your 
garden with the freezer in mind. 

Vegetables which have the finest 
the 


quality in home garden are 
those best adapted for freezing, 
and of these certain varieties are 


recommended. Because of the con- 
venience and ease of freezing, you 
can grow each crop at the season 
when conditions will produce top 
yields and quality. Succession 
plantings may almost be eliminat- 
ed. 

if you want enough fresh vege- 
tables for immediate use and. for 
freezing, you must double the 
space ordinarily given these vege- 
tables in your garden writes Mason 
Reger in “Country Gentleman”. 

Asparagus, chard and = green 
beans are dependable producers 
uncer the most diffigalt growing 
conditions. They make excellent 
frozen vegetables. Peas and spinach 
also well but are harder to 
grow in warmer parts of the coun- 
try. Broccoli can be considered, but 
it is hard.to keep insect-free. Lima

beans and soybeans have a rich 
nutty flavor that makes them 
worth the extra trouble to grow

Sweet corn. It is popular frozen, 
since. its flavor is typical of fresh 


corn. To insure this, corn for 
freezing must be harvested when 
quite immature. You must start 


with a tender product, for there’s 
none of that long-time high-pres- 
sure cooking required for canning. 
The corn is merely blanched in 
boiling water. 

Sweet corn can 
on the cob, but off-flavors may 
develop. To prevent -htis, drill out 
the pith of the ear s0 that heat 
can, pass quickly through both 
sides for thorough blanching. 

Broccoli, Although broccoli has 
never been commercially produced 
in the volume of peas, asparagus 
and sweet corn, it’s the freezing 
vegetable gaining most in popular- 
ity.

satisfactorily raised 


under cool summer conditions. In° 


lowa, for instance, the summer 
buds are often close and flower- 
ine. Broccoli usually yields over 


a long period of time. A 20-foot 
row. can produce the requirements 
of -a large family if it’s grewn well 
and kept free from insects. 
Broccoli should be planted early 
in the spring by setting out plants 
rather than growing from. seed. 
You can start to cut in July and 
continue until heavy frost. Broccoli 


isn't casily killed and often is

Italian Green Sprouting or Cala- 
brese broccoli manures in about 70 
days after plants are set. Varieties 
differ in the maturing dates; gen- 
erally earlier ones produce less 
foliage and smaller yields. 

Also available is a variety known 
as “freezers”. It produces @ large 
number of small sprouts with tiny 
heads. This eliminates the job of 
quartering the broccoli head for 
better balnching. 

Swiss Chard. You'll find Swist 
an excellent green leafy 
vegetable for gardens in the Mid- 
west and other regions with warm 
summer climate’. It’s also easily 
prepared for freezing for the leaves 
withstand blanching and handling 
conditions that cause spinach ta 
cook down. Swiss chard is easy ta 
grow and has high yields. A small 
space will produce more chard than 


grow. Usually a 20-foot row is 
sufficient for freezing and fresh 
use. 


Swiss chard is.-also known as 
“spinach beet." The Common 
Green variety mratures in about 
55 days from seeding and produces 
large leaves resembling sugar- 
beet leaves. These are ready for 
use as soon as they get about the 
size of lettuce leaves. Pick only 
the small to medium inner ones, 
The larger outer leaves shquld re- 
main to manufacture food and 
hasten the growth of inner leaves 
for successive crops. 


Spinach. Where it can be grown 
successfully, spinach is a_ likely 
prospect for your freezer. Its bright 
green color and vitamin content 80 
easily lost in canning are preserv- 
ed by freezing. Becattse it is @ 


thin leafy vegetable, blanching can 


be done quickly. 

When growing spinach, thin 
plants so they're spaced at least 6 
thin 
stemmy leaves. If properly spaced, 
leaves will be eg and the plants 
won't form séed stalks until later 
in the season, 

Lima Beans. ‘They are difficult 
to grow and often are abused be- 
cause they’re prepared for freezing 
when too maturé, But. stlil they’re 
better frozen thar canned. They 
should be harvested when a slight 
gold band begins to form on the 
outside of the pods or when the 
beans inside are still tender and 
sweet. After this stage, they be- 
come like dried beans and must be 


simmered for a long time. 
Green Beans. They are common- 
ly frozen because of the resulting 
good flavor and color. But the 
process makse the fibers more evi- 
dent and more chewy than either 
fresh-cooked or canned green 
beans. The outer skin tends to 
slough from the frozen beans, 
detracting from their appearance, 
The fibrous ‘quality can be. re- 
duced by using beans that. are 
much younger and smaller thaa 
those picked for fresh use.

Lord Byron said to Jack Sky- 
scrape: “And as he knew not.what 


: i Me Bay, he swore.” 
<< “Row,;-as then, it seems that there: 


are those who cannot express 
“themselves without “swearing.” 
And when legitimate language 


falters, they fill in with oaths and 
profane utterances, . 


In his widely-read work on 
George Washington, Douglas 
Southall Freeman lists some of 

the penalties that a soldier of the 

Virginia Regiment might expect 
to pay for certain offenses, among 
them: “. .. twenty-five lashes with 
a cat-o’-nirie-talls for profanity, 
fifty for feigning sickness, 100 for 
drunkenness, 500 for fighting with 
another soldier...” . 

Twenty-five lashes for profanity! 

If the order were in general 
force and effect today, uncounted 
multitudes would be beaten and 
bruised—in the army and out of it! 

These words are credited to 
General Washington, as havirg 
been directed .to his Continental 
Atmy: “The foolish and wicked 
practice of profane cursing and 
swearing is a vice so mean and 


“sfow that every person of sense and |) 
character Geteste and despises it.” 
epee ‘ ‘ 


It would seem to be seriously 
‘significant that in the Ten Com- 
mandments which the Lord God 
gave to Moses, the prohibition 
against profanity was thought to be 
a subject of sufficient importance 
as to be included in this limited 
list: “Thod shalt not take the 
mame of the Lord thy God in 
vain.” (Exodus 20:7.) 

And yet profanity-is so prevalent 
that it sometimes’ seems to have 
become almost as common as con- 
versation. But being common 
doesn’t assure acceptability. Disease 
is also common, Corruption and 
moral decadence are common. And 
the fact that they are prevalent 
doesn’t mean that they are proper 
or permissible. x 

i i & 

One reason, no dogbt, for the 
prevalence of profanity is because 
we often unthinkingly accept our- 
selves as we are, and we don’t 
hear ourselves as others hear us 
any more than we see ourselves as 
others see us. But if we were to 
hear a record of some of our re- 
marks—and ‘listen as if we had 
mever heard ourselves before— 
there are times when we would 
eurely be embarrassed. : 

I heard a man the other day— 
a “substantial citizen” shall we 
say?—who apparently knew only 
one kind of adjective, writes Rich- 
ard L. Evans in The Sunday 
Pictorial. And no matter what 
he was attempting to talk about, 
every third or fourth word was 
a profane expletive or a foul ad- 
jective. 
so habitual that he wasn’t aware 
of what he was saying or how he 
was sounding.

Quite apart for the question of 
commandments, there is a purely 
practical side of the problem: 
Language is an effective tool if 
wisely used, But if overused it 
loses much of its force and effec- 
tiveness, And the constant use of 
so-called “strong language is like 
someone shouting all the time. It

Any man, on or off the air—any 
man who appears in public or in 
private—should think of the in- 
fluence and atmosphere he is im- 
posing upon other people, and 
should have the decency to protect 
all others against offensive speech.

Miss Pearl Watson, a Canadian 
business woman, went to England 
recently determined to look up her 
people. Within a fortnight she had 
not only proved her kinship to the- 
King, but had discovered she was 
related to. twenty noble families, 
two of which were traced” back 
through the Norman Conquest to 
link her descent from the Emperor 
Charlemagne. 

Eagerly Miss Watson bought an 
illuminated script of her family 
tree and ordered oil paintings on 
wood of the coats of arms of the 
Watsons, Like 80,000 other over- 
séas visitors last year, she was a 
satisfied customer of . Britain’s 
queerest export trade, the traffic 
in ancestors. 

At the offices of the Society 
of Genealogists, in Bloomsbury, 
anyone can thumb through a card 
index of 3,000,000 families for little 
more than the price of a Cana- 
dian movie ticket. For a fee of 
two guineas a day skilled experts 
are available, adept in reading 
crabbed handwriting and archaic 
script, ready to probe the . roots 
of a family through 11,000 parish 
registers and over 30,000 volumes 
of history. 

A Boston business man was hay- 
ing snob trouble with neighbours 
who boasted kinship with George 
Washington. A member of the Soc- 
iety of Genealogists solved his prob- 
lem by proving his own descent 
from a much more ancient ancestor, 
a boy who sailed with the Pilgrim 
Fathers on the Mayflower. The 
Boston client was so delighted that 
he doubled his fees. 

In Tennessee a librarian named 
Wallace Jones discovered that Lady 
Godiva was his great (29 times) 
grandmother. He was.so proud that 
he spent over $5,000 to travel to 
Coventry and pay homage at her 
statue. Then John Shakespeare 
Hart, of Illinois, went)to England 
to trace his link with William 
Shakespeare.» Within ten days, 80 
efficient are the ancestor hounds, 
he found himself shaking hands 
with his distant cousin, Harold 
Hart, a West Wycombe engineer 
whose great (9 times) gf&ndmother 
was the playright’s sister.” 

Nor was this all. He even learn- 
ed that he could claim family ties 
with the Queen, who is descended 
from Shakespeare's great-great- 
great-grandmother! No wonder 
there’s a brisk mail order business 
in family trees an: a certainty that 
ancestors offer value for money. 

Only one Englishman in 10,000 
knows his pedigree. One American 
in 120, however, cherishes a family 
tree. And, by the way, do you know 
that some of your ancestors are 
now baptized Mormons? The Mor- 
mons spend enormous sums in the 
ancestor trade, for their Church in- 
sists«that all Mormon ancestors 
should be baptized by proxy. Hard 
at work in Edinburgh at present, 
a Utah «searcher is methodically 
combing’ through 3,500 Scottish 
parish registers. In Ealt Lake City, 
standing-in as a proxy, one man has 
already undergone 3,000 baptisms 
and the queue at the font now ex- 
tends back 600 years.

“Happy Fanatic” 
Records Bird Songs 


Ludwig Koch is a happy fanatic 
who cares for nothing so much as 
yecording the songs and sounds 
made by various wild creatures, 
preferably birds. He made his first 
recording on a tiny wax cylinder 
when he was cight and is still re- 
cording busily at the age of sev- 
enty. 

The BBC for whom he has made 
._ #o many magnificent recordings, 

celebrated his last birthday with 
@ special programme of the most - 
famous and interesting of them. 

Lately Koch presented a new 
: rainme, “Birds of the Scillies,” 

a collection of recordings recently 
‘made in these islands lying off the 
tip of Cornwall. Some of the larger 
Scilly Isles are inhabited, but the 
majority are almost all rocks and 
mearly always inaccessible to man 
though ideal for the sea birds that 
were Ludwig’s quarry. 

His great ambition was to re- 
cord the cries of the Manx shear- 
waters, those far-flying birds which 
nest in burrows and ony come out 
of them on dark, moonless nights 
when the black-backed gulls can- 
mot see them and attack them. 

As the shearwaters fly in from 
the sea to relitve their mates who 
have been sitting on their single 
eggs in their burrows for twenty- 
four hours and often longer, they 
make a noise unlike anything else. 
Their mates fly up to meet them 
and their voices mingle ‘in cries 
which combine the coo of the dove 
with the hoot of the ewl and an 
wnearthly shriek which is pure 
shearwater. To stand on a pitch- 
black island at midnight with these 
screaming birds swooping all 
around is an unforgettable experi- 
Urence and it was this noise above 
all others that Koch logged to re- 
cord. 

After great difficulty he and his 
helpers landed on the little island 
_ of Annet and over rocky "treacher- 
our ground laid out five hundred 
yards of cable from the recording 
machine, He was worried by the 
very heavy dew that collected on 
his gear and by ten p.m. heard 
crackling so heavy and persistent 
that it was useless to try to make 
“ gecordings. : 

The second attempt Was made 
-on a dull, dark night when the 
ghearwater cacophony was at its 
height and there was not too much 
dew, but by some hideous mis- 
chance the disks had been left on 
the main island and did not get to 
Annet until it was too late. 

On his third visit there was a 
high wind and the birds never 
came within range of the micro- 
phone. 

Trying his friends’ patience to . 
the uttermost, he persuaded them 
to help him to land once more on 


might but the dew was devastating 
and by eleven p.m. disks, turn- 
table and microphone were soak- 
ed with dew and fog and the gear 
had to be wiped dry every five 
minutes, Suddenly at twelve-forty 
am, the shearwaters rose and be- 
gan their weird wailing.
